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Important Trial of Farm Implements,

work than machines of the same kind that were re- 
garded as the ne plus ulira eight or ten years ago. 

Many, now in quite general use, were also almost un- 

known among us ten years ago. Of these, may be 
| meptioned the hay teddey, horse pitch fork, the boaser 
hay press, potato planter and many others. Consider- 

ing the fact that these machines are nearly new, and 

that great improvements have been made in others, 

the agricultural public will de glad to know that a 
great trial of implements under the auspices of the 
N. Y. State Agricultural Society—which we are sure, 

considering the high position it occupies as the lead- 
ing and most important State Society if the country, 

will do all in its power to meet the just expectations, 

both of farmers and manufacturers in the matter,—- 
is to be held the coming summer, It is thought bet- 
ter, however, not to undertake in a single year, the 
whole circle of farming machinery and implements, 

but to select one general class and perform the duty 
with that-as perfectly as possible. The class probably 
of the greatest importance at the present time, is 
chosen for the trial of 1866,—that of inventions of 
of the various kinds employed in gathering, threshing 
and cleaning crops. It isin this general division 
tha: most of the machines already mentioned will nat- 
urally fall, and in addition to those above named, 
horse-powers, root-cutters, clover gatherers, &c., may 
al,o be included. At another time, another gencral 
division of tarm machinery can be taken up, such as 
all implements used in working the ground and put- 
ting in crops, draiuing machinery, and perhaps that 
employed in the dairy, churns, cheese vats, presses, 
butter workers, &c. 

We regard such a trial as of the greatest import- 
ance, and hope our Maine inventors and manufactur- 
ers will contribute largely to the same, as we presume 
competition will be opon to the entire country. Con- 
cerning the benefits which will result from such a 
trial, we copy the following paragraph from the Coun- 
try Geutleman of the 4th inst., from which we have 
received intimation of the above trial : 

“The instances which occur to us,—and we presume 
there are others that might be added—of improve- 
ments in machines, are sufficient to show that a gen- 
eral trial would be of great importance,—in the first 
place, to contribute as it must, to a decision upon the 
relative merits of the various inventions referred to, 
and in the second, to bring such of these inventions as 
are really worthy, to the more general acquaintance 
of the public. In all the various improvements to 
which we have alluded, there are more machines than 
one, which the farmer is asked to buy. We are not 
among those who imagine that a trial will finally de- 
cide that this or that implement is in all respects su- 
perior to others; but what it does accomplish j %

what point each excels,—it educates both the farmer in 
buying, and the mechanic in manufacturing,—it prompts 
the inventor to renewed efforts, and last but not least, 
it diffuses a knowledge of the several leading imple- 
ments in each class, which much extends the sales of 
manufacturers, while it also promotes the prosperity 
of the farmers who buy, economizes their labor and 
money, and makes them aware of the progress which 


is going on, perhaps undreamed of by them, in other 
loculities or States.’

Chemistry by the Fireside.-—No. 7. 


History or Curmisray. In our last article we 
gave a sketch of the history of Alehemy asthe fore- 
runner of chemistry. It was not till about two hun- 
dred years ago that chemistry had made much real 
progress. The mode of distilling so as to obtain alco- 
hol was discovered some time previous by the Arabi- 
ans. But about the year 1650, several discoveries 
were made, such as some of the properties of the met- 
als and various salts. Sulphuric and nitric acids were 
among the important discoveries. The first man who 
formed it into a regular science was Stahl, a German 
chemist, although the great principles on which he 
based his science were entirely erroneous, as has since 
been proved, He thought that all bodies contain a 
combustible element, which all inflammable bodies lost 
on being burned. This element could also be regained 
from other more inflammable bodies. This imaginary 
element he called Phlogiston. This theory continued 
for one hundred years. as the basis of all that was 
known in the science of chemistry. After the discov- 
ery of oxygen by Priestly, the astonishment of chem- 
ists was great when it was proved that burning bodies 
did not dose in weight by the giving out of the imagin- 
ary phlogiston, but actually increased in weight by 
the union of oxygen with the combustible body. 
When it was found that weighing a piece of iron wire 
and then burning it in oxygen, the product of their 
combustion was equal to thé weight of the iron and 
oxygen together, the whole phlogistic theory fell to 
the ground, and chemistry started on a sure basis 
never to be shaken. 

The science now adyanced rapidly. The various ele- 
ments were soon discovered and their properties inves- 
tigated. New chemical compounds, unknown before, 
were added to the list of known substances. At the 
beginning of the present century, galvanism, electrici- 
ty and magnetism rapidly developed themselves in the 
hands of their masters. At the present time, there is 
nothing which has escaped the hands of the chemist. 
Everything has been analyzed and its properties 
published to the world. The advantages we enjoy 
from these results are impossible to be related. They 
reach the humblest cottage in the land, adding a thou- 
sand fold to the comforts and luxuries of life wherever 
civilized society exists. 

In our next article we will commence the examina-

The New England of the West. . 


Messrs. Eprrors :—A while since I caused to be in- 
serted in the wtvertising columns of the Farmer, & 
notice in regard to ‘‘Homesteads in Minnesota,’’ with 
the object ef calling the attention of those disposed to 
come West, to this section of the country; but unfore 
tunately, I closed that notice by saying that ‘letters 
of inquiry would be answered.’’ I say unfortunately, 
for that line has caused me much trouble, since the 
number of such letters that I have received has been 
so great as to render it impossible for me to answer 
them and yet retain time for attention to ordinary 
business. Now as these persons are all evidently 
readers of the Farmer, I am led to ask the use of 
your columns for the purpose of answering in as brief 
a manner as possible, some of the numerous inquiries 
which I have received, many of the writers of which 
have, no doubt, wondered why they were not answer- 
ed. I make this request the more readily from the | 
fact that I have no pecuniary interest in the matter. | 
Neither do I feel disposed to advise any person to leave | 














Maine for this part of the country, unless, perhaps, | 
those of consumptive tendencies. 

Born and reared in Maine, I think none of her pres- | 
ent citizens can feel a greater interest in her prosperi- | 
ty than I do, or less inclination to do anything to re- | 
tard it. But as we all know, the Yankees are a rov- 
ing race—hundreds, if not thousands, leave the State | 
every year for the great west, and will continue to do | 
so, whether it is best for them or not, and it is cer-| 
tainly for the interest of all that they procure all 
sible information in regard to the different localities in | 
order that they may act wisely in choosing their future | 
Romes. It is my belief, founded upon several years 
residence in various places in what is known as ‘‘The | 
West,’’ that this State, ‘“The New England” of it, of- 
fers, on the whole, superior inducements to those of 
any other, and if those of your readers who have de-| 
cided to make for themselves new homes, agree with | 
me, they will of course come here.

as fees, and will then receive a deed or patent for the | 
land from the United States. 





According to the United States | 
census of 1860, Minnesota was, with the single excep- | 
tion of Oregon, the healthiest State in the Union, and | 
the experience of its residents corroborates the evi- | 
dence of the statistical tables. For those having a| 
tendency to lung diseases the climate is, and is uni- 
versally admitted to be by those acquainted with it, | 
unrivalled.

The air is | 
very dry and pure, fogs and mists being very rare. | 
The planting and sowing season averages about two 
weeks earlier than in Kennebec county, and the win-| 
ter commences about the same length of time later. | 
During the growing segson the rains fall principally | 
in the night, and in the form of showers, thunder | 
showers being frequent. During the days the sun) 
shines with almost tropical heat, but there is rye | 
always more or less wind; the nights are cool and bed- | 
covers are almost always required even in dog-day 
times.. The winters are cold, dry and still. Leas 
snow falls in Minnesota than farther south in Wiscon- | 
sin and Lowa; a fact hard to account for, but a fact 
nevertheless. The average depth of snow to lie on the | 
ground is not over fourteen inches; consequently good | 
sleighing is the rule, while drifts are the exception. | 
During a residence here of years, I have never known 
or heard of getting out a team to break roads. From 
November to March it almost never rains. There 
have been but two exceptions to this rule, I believe, | 
since the country was first settled. 

The soil is, asa general thing, a dark, vegetable 
mould, well mixed with sand, and from one to ten feet 
deep. In timber and bottom (intervals) lands, there 
is more clay. The soil is more easily worked than 
that of any other State with which I am acquainted, | 
and the large proportion of sand keeps it from, mud in | 
wet weather, and from “baking” in dry. For the 
same reasofi we never have mud to block up the roads _ 


In all this part of the State, wood and water are as 
plenty as in Maine, and the streams, lakes and rivers 
are clear and not opaque with mud. In the south 
western and north western portions of the State, how- | 
ever, are large prairies and a scarcity of wood and 
water. Here, we dig from twenty to twenty-five feet 
for wells. Pine and hard wood lumber is plenty, and | 
at a reasonable price; log houses are uncommon, and | 
new as the country is, farmers’ houses will compare | 
favorably for eg and comfort with those in| 
other Western States. | 

Crops, Markets, &c. All the different kinds of | 
grain are raised here, and according to the statistical | 
returns of the State, the average crop per acre exceeds | 
that of any other Western State, except in the article, 
of corn. ‘The quality of the wheat, oats, &c., is al- | 
mest uniformly good, no insects having appeared as | 
yet, to injure them. Dent corn is principally grown, | 
and matures well. For potatoes this country is fam- | 
ous. Large quantities are raised and exported down | 
the Mississipp 
introduced they are ever after sought for. They are 
seldom troubled with the rot, and the quantity pro- | 
duced per acre reminds one of the ‘‘old times’’ in| 
Maine. Hay is obtained almost entirely from natural | 
meadows, which are very numerous and are of a kind 
peculiar to this State. The growth in them is red-| 
top, foul-meadow, blue-joint and other natural grasses, 


and the yield from two to four tons per acres. Little |

American Cattle. 


























The Nation, a journal of -high literary and scien- 
tific character in New York, thus pleas.ntly intro- 
duces a series of articles on American cattle: 

The traveler in Europe canmot fail to have noticed 
that the cattle of one small province or canton will 
often differ widely from those of another and a neigh- 
bering province, and that the ‘stock of each possesses 
a great degree of uniformity in appearance. Particu- 
larly is this the case on the continent. Thus in as- 
cending the Rhine, the broad, rich bolders of Holland 
are thickly covered with a fine class of large bl wk and 
white cattle, of a remarkable similarity in form and 
characteristics. This general color prevails all around 
the marshy districts as fur as the Weser, it might al- 
most be said as fir as the Elbe. 

And so in Switzerland, the large and stately Bernese 
and Fribourg cattle differ widely from theso of Lucerne. 
and the Grisons, both in color and size. These races, 
again, differ essentially from those in the valleys of 
the Bernese Alps, through the Simmenthal and other 
localities, familiar to every American traveler. No 
one who has seen them can fail to have marked the 
peculiar cattle of Tuscany, all more or less dark grey 
in color, all uniform ineappearance, with long and 
graceful horns. These were the descendants, no doubt, 
of the stock driven from the broad plains of Hungary 
during the early invasions of Italy by the Huns and 
other roving barbarians. In descending the Danube, 
below Vienna, thousands of herds will begpeen to graze 
along its winding banks, unique in form and charac- 
ter, with horns often branching seven or eight feet, 
and limbs slender and graceful asa deer. This race, 
according to the opinion of some naturalists, is the 
great original source, from which the cattle of Europe 
- soe 2 It now appears under the general name of 

ungarian. 


The same is true, to a great extent, of every country 
in Germany; that is, each has its distinctive race or 
breed, differing, more or less from the cattle of all 
other countries. This difference may be a little less 
marked in England, but it is nevertheless quite per- 
ceptible in the different counties. Thus, in coming 
among the apple-covered farms of Herefordshire, a 
remarkably beautiful white-faced animal grazes the 
hillsides; in entering the picturesque Devonshire, the 
color of all the cattle is an almost uniform red, and 
80 on. 

This uniformity is now! found among the com- 
mon stock of the United States. The early importa- 
tions nade by the colonies established in various parts 
of the country, came from widely different stocks; 
some from England, some from. Holland, some from 
Denmark, some from Sweden, and others from the 
West Indies. They got wonderfully mixed up in the 
course of a few years, nor is it surprising that they 
did. 

The first cattle brought to this country were those 


landed at the James River, some time previous to 1609. 


The colony was established in 1607. Others arrived 
there in 1610, and the next year a hundred head were 
gensteeg that colony. The.first that came were, no 
doubt, brought over by the early adventurers from 
England; but, subsequently to their arrival, others 
appear to have been procured from the West Indies; 
others came from Ireland. Those from the West India 
Isl were the descendants of cattle brought over by 
Colfimbus, in his second voyage to America in 1493. 
So important were these early acquisitions of stock 
considered, that an order appears to have been issued 
forbidding the killing of domestic animals on pain of 
death to the principal, burning of the hand and crop- 
ing the ears of the accessory, and a sound whipping 
of .twenty-four hours to the conecaler of the facts. 
This was encouragement with a vengeance to the rais- 
ing of stock, and it had the intended effect, for in 1620 
the neat stock of Virginia numbered no less than 500 
head, and in 1639 it had risen to 30,000, when the 
restriction against the slaughter seems to have been 
remoyed, and the number began to decrease. Many 
cattle were sent from the Virginia colony to New Eng- 
land. 
The first cattle received by the Plymouth colony 
eame over in the ship Charity sin 1624, being imported 
by Governor Winslow. In 1617 they had-so far in- 
creased, that a division of them amang the colonists 
took place, some of them being described as black aad 
brindle, showing no uniformity. The same year, 
1627, the Swedish West nog a eS imported some 
stock for their settlers along the ware River, and 
these, together with those imported by the Dutch West 
India Company into New York, must have swelled the 
aggregate number in the country, by the year 1630,

How to Distinguish Barren Hens. 


Barren hens are those that never lay, or that will 
sometimes produce a few eggs in the spring, and at 
other times a small number during the Asser part of 
summer. Such hens are to be found in almost every 
poultry yard. As none of the treatises on poultry 
now extant allude to this subject, we herewith record 
certain infallible signs by which barren hens may. be 
distinguished from those that lay. 

Hens that lay are off the roost at the first dawn of 
the morning; while barren ones often remain there 
until the sun is high jm the sky, or until the laying 
hens have ample time to fill their crops. La: — 
ha¥e a voracious appetite, which ap almost insa- 
tiable when they are being fed ; with Nasvin ted are 
often very indifferent about eating. Hens that are 
about to commence laying, or that do lay every day, 
or every alternate day, are as adtive in obtaining feed 
for themselves as one having a brood of hungry chick- 
ens is diligent in seratchihg ap and searching out 
necessary feed for her yong ones; and such hens are 
always ready to rum into the barn, stable, or other 
places where they are not permitted to go, while a bar- 
ren hen moves about with as much indifference as if 
she were a piece ot animated stupidity. A hen that 
lays an egg to-day and will lay another to-morrow has 
a comb and gills red and glowing like the ruby lips of 
a beautiful damsel in the last stages of her gigglehood, 
while the comb and gills of a barren hen will be as 
colorless, pallid, and sometimes wrinkled and dried up 
as the once fair face of some of our maiden aunties of 
forty-five agd upward. When a hen that lays has 
eaten till her crop appears distended to its utmost ca- 
pecity, she will force down a little more, while a bar- 
ren one will often appear as indifferent about — 
good feed as a weaned baby after it has been 

with sweet-cake and candy. A hen that has laid an 
egg to-day and will lay another to-morrow will go sing= 
ing around the yard and uttering soft and complacent 


bead p as if the vast universe were an Eden of love, 


and producing eggs were a source of exquisite pleas- 
ure; while the hen that never lays has no more music 
in her soul than the wife of Socrates, and appears as 
forlorn as the mother of Samuel ten months before the 
birth of that distinguished prophet. Those hens that 
lay will companionize with their betrothed chanticleers, 
while those Testes no eggs in their ovary will avoid 
the flock and resent the attentions of the rooster as if 
he were some insulting and abusive renegade, That 
part of the body of a laying hen around the ovary 
will appear plump, and sometimes an egg can be felt, 
while one that does not lay will seem as destitute of 
eggs as if it were her twenty-eighth day of incubation 
on turkeys’ eggs. 

When all fruitful hens are on their nests, either lay- 
ing or setting, we frequently see a fatherly rooster 
strutting round and making amorous advances, calling 
some hen that does not lay to partake of every little 
tit-bit he may find, and leading her to some secret place 
in the evergreen hedge, or to the tall grass, or through 
the waving rye, enticimg her beneath the manger, 
where a hen could enjoy all the secretiveness that her 
highest aspirations ever desired, or coaxing her on the 
mow, where the voluptuousnegs of such a secluded re- 
treat and the fragrance of the new-mown hay, or the 
ripe sheaves of golden grain, would lend their inspira- 
tion to the production of eggs. A rooster will often 
appear so impressed with the duty of a pullet to lay 
that he himself will make a nest in some cosy corner, 
and get on it, and call, and chitter, and make use of 
every means in his power to induce her majesty’s hen- 
ship to come and sit on the nest and try to lay; while 
reany' Yne wudy or we rvevd indifferently as if it were 
that rooster twattle. Then, when he has given up in 
despair, and left the nest, a barren will run and peep in 
to see if he has not after all produced a rooster’s egg. 

Did you ever see a rooster attempt to call a laying 
hen on the hay-mow, and make a nest for her? Never. 
That is @ prerogative which a good layer never resigns 
to the other sex. When a hen is going to lay, she 
gives her mate to understand that he can keep at a 
respectful distance; for she knows how to make a bet- 
ter nest than he. When hens wait for the rooster to 
make their nests, and have to be coaxed and wooed to 
induce them to lay, and then they don’t do it, as good 
old Jonah said of himself, ‘‘it is better for them to die 
than to live;’’ because, if they are ever so well fed, 
they never will lay; and those hens that will produce 
eggs will be more prolific with the room of these bar- 
ren ones than their company. 

You may smile, gentle reader, at these insignia of 
barren hens; but be assured they are as infallible as a 
heavy beard on 1 boy's face is the that he has 
passed from his boo. yhood to manhood.

Nature doesn’t bring the first and 
second stomachs into use so early, if solid food is 
taken it goes into them, and if they are not absolutely 
weabened in their functions, they are doubtless more 
or less injured. Professor Tanner says the best breed- 
ers in England give their calves liquid food at least 
eight or ten weeks. the calves are of any pure 
breed it pays to give whole milk most of this time, as 
a resort to skim milk is apt to produce coarseness of 
bone. The calf must also have good shelter and a 


| sufficient opportunity to exercise to develope all parts 


of the bedy. The treatment of calves is often cruel in 
the extreme. That won’t pay.—Mass. Plowman.

What shall be Done with the Freed- 
men ? 

We searcely take up @ paper without seeing some 
article with the caption at the head of this article, or 
something similar. It is enough to know that several 
millions of persons in the South just set free, must be 
cared for in some way. It is idle to sink the past out 
of sight. No matter what our previous political sym- 
pathies on the subject may have been, we must asa 
nation view them somewhat as we should a dozen pau- 
pers in one of our own towns, who must not only be 
cared for at the least possible expense, but make pro- 
vision to render them so far as possible capable of 
taking care of themselves. 

The discussion in reference to the comparative intel- 
lectual powers of the black and white race we regard 
of but little consequence. We have-no fears that do 
what we may for them, they will as aclass be the 
rivals and superiors of the white race. Individuals 
among them will excel a given number of white men. 
The most eloquent speech to which we ever listened 
was that ofa negro who spoke in a school-house in a 
remote neighborhood in Kennebec County twenty-five 
years ago. His audience was small, but he felt his 
liberty, and while relating the fact that he had, though 
a free man, been ordered to take off his hat before a 
white man, because he was a negro, raising his long 
arm perpendieularly over his head, with his face and 
eyes turned upward, he acknowledged no man his 
master but his Maker in Heaven. 

The fact is, the two races are entirely different in 
mental character, They never have, except in a very 
few instances, been distinguished for mathematical 
power, or for reasoning on abstract subjects like the 
Caucassian race. Nor do we believe that educa- 
tion can train them in that direction to any extent, 
but in their power of imitation, in their love of music, 
and in their emotional feclings, they are no whit be- 
hind their white neighbors. Education will elevate 
them in their social condition, and this is jast what we 
want in order that they may take care of themselves, 

But to the pomt. The United States has millions of 
acres of land in the South Western States, which, if 
permission was given to them to settle, might be oc- 
cupied by large numbers of them just as soon as they 
could feel secure in their possessions. It is idle to 
force men with strong antipathies to the negro to live 
in close proximity to them in harmony. In such cases 
provision should be made for the weaker class to re- 
move elsewhere. In this way much of the present 
evil may be removed. It is mean and cowardly in 
any man to oppress another on account of his social 
condition, just as it is mean in a man to be seen kill- 
ing harmless animals because he has a passion for that 
kind of sport. 











Someruina Taat Ovcut To Be Dons. At the 
meeting of the Maine Editors’ and Publishers’ Con- 
vention, which was held at Bangor last summer, a 
committee, consisting of one member from each coun- 
ty was chosen to prepare’an historical account of the 
newspapers of the county, with a view of prosenting 
a complete history of printing and néwspapers in the 
State, and having the same published. The object is 
certainly a mest laudable one, and the subject is full of 
interest, and one which has too long been neglected. 
We have in some of our local histories, detached 
sketches of many early newspapers and printers, but 
they are in such a disconnected form that they cannot 
afford anything like a complete view of the newspa- 
por history of the State; and hesides, many of our 
histories of towns are very deficient in the matter of 
notes upon this subject. We call to mind at this pres- 
ent writing, one town history, an otherwise correct 
and authentic work, and one, as it is, of great value— 
which, although professing to give the history of the 
town, yet it never mentions the fact thit the first 
néwspaper printed in that county, ax which was es- 
tablished more than thirty year. ago, was printed in 
that very town! The sam* nay be true of other coun- 


ties. Now the hist:ry of each papor printed in the |- 


State, and an account of the early publishers and ed- 
itors, with the work they have accomplished, ought to 
be written and placed on record as a part of: our his- 
tery—and a most important part it is too. This can 
be done now better than it can be done by-and-by; it 
could have been done years ago, better than to-day— 
but at any rate let it be done now, before many of the 
early-members of the craft, who can furnish valuable 
and indispensable notes and reminiscences shall have 
passed away. The entire State, would be a field quite 
toe large for one to work alone in so fertile and en- 
grossing a theme, and it could be done by one, only 
at considerable expense. But it can be performed by 
this county committee of the Publishers’ Association 
im a very faithful and satisfactory manner, and at very 
little expense. The result of their labors could be 
published in a suitable and fitting volume, and while 
being strictly within the province of this association, 
it would also be a lasting monument of their attach- 
ment to the ‘tart preservative of all arts,’’ if such a 
record of the early printers and papers of our State 
could be given to the public under their auspices. 
There is one thing to fear, however. While we are 
satisfied they could perform the work better than other 
persons, and that it properly belongs to them, we are 
afraid they will not do it. Editors have no spare time.

The estimated expenditures for 1866 are $2,286,- 
256, in which is included $27,242 towards the sinking 
fund, $30,000 for completing and furnishing the new 
wing of the Insané Hospital, $16,009 for the Reform 
School; aid to soldiers’ families for 1865, $400,000; 
payment of temporary loans, $944,151; public debt, 
$37,000; interest on public debt, $320,000, 

The public debt amounts te $5,164,500, of which 
nearly. $5,000,000 is from war loans payable from 
1871, to 1889—three-fifths of it the latter year. The 
temporary loans amount to $944,151, to be pid off 
this year—and the trust funds to $402,765—unpaid 
warrants, school funds, balance due on aid to families, 
&c., $207,746. Total liabilities, $6,722,458. 

The Treasurer says that with rigid economy in the 
several departments of the Government, the State Tax 
this year may be reduced from fifteen to seven and a 
half mills on the dollar—just one half the tax of last 
year. So signal a reduction in taxation (he says) so 
soon after the rebellion, and that too consistent with 
the policy of “pay as you go,’’ is a gratifying result. 

The reeeipts of the Land Office for 1865 were but 
$12,505. 

The Treasurer says: 

The “‘sinking fund,”’ provided for by the last Legis- 


uation amounts to $123,775 90 in the aggregate. 
This continued year by year, and re-invested, is cal- 
culated to extinguish the principal of the war debt at 
maturity. 

The law creating the sinking fund, requires the in- 
vestment of the same in the bonds of our own State or 
those of the United States. These, the Treasurer, 
with the advice of the Governor, is to purchase from 
time to time aa the inoney ig iv The condition 
of the Treasury has been such for the past few months, 
as to permit the purchase of bonds to the amount of 
$100,590 for the above named purpose, in advance. 
As the bonds of our State were deemed preferable to 
any other, the above amount has been invested in 
Maine bonds, the same being deposited in the vault of 
the Treasury, stamped ‘Sinking Fund of the State of

Marne Insane Hospitan. We have received a copy 
of the Annual Report of the Trustees and Superin- 
tendent of the Maine Insane Hospital. Under the 
charge of Dr. Harlow, for manyj years the able and 
efficient Superintendent, the present condition of this 
institution and the results of the wise and skilful 
methods of treatment pursued , will compare favorably 
with any former p2riol of its history. 


1864, the Hospital_conta ined 254 patients—128 males 
an1 126 females. "There have been admitted during 
the year, 142—37 males and 55 females, making the 
whole number under treatment 396—215 males and 
181 females. There have been discharged during the 
year 119—73 males ani 46 females, leaving 282 in 
the Hospital at the close of the year—143 males and 
139 females. The following was the condition of those 
discharged: Recovered, 47; improved, 25; unimproved, 
24;.diel, 24. The following are the assigned causes of 
insanity of those reszivel during the year: Ill health, 
thirty-four; over-exertion, fourteen; intemperance, 
ten; masturbation, eight; epilepsy, seven; domestic 
atiliction, seven; religious excitement, four; perplexity 
of business, four; puerperal, four; disappointed affec- 
tion, three; injury of head, three, loss of friends, two; 
excessive use of tobacco, two; spiritualism, two; decay 
of old age, two; critical period of life, two; fear of 
draft, one; general paralysis, one; injury of spine, 
one; sunstroke, one; unknown, twenty-eight. 

Since the opening of the Hospita! in October, 1840, 
two thousand nine handred and nine have enjoyed its 
benefits. Two thousand six hundred and thirty-two 
have been discharzed; of whom one thousand one hun- 
dre] and ninety-five recovered, five hundred and ten 
improvel, four hundred and eighty-three were unim- 
proved, and four hundred and forty-five died. 

Last winter the Legislature granted an appropria- 
tion of $2500 to be expended in making repairs on the 
Hospital buildings, and to pay a balanceof $315 
arising from exchange of land. A good shed has been 
built for the shelter of farming tools, vehicles, &c., 
the bathing rooms and closets have been repaired, and 
their arrangements altered and improved. The ap- 
propriation of $20,000 granted by the Legislature for 
the extension of the Hospital edifice, has been expend- 
ed in the erection of a new wing. This addition cost- 
ing $26,400, was begun in May last, and is now com- 
pleted in all that pertains to its exterior. The interior 
is not completed, and the probable cost to finish and 
furnish it will be about $25,000, which sum the pres- 
ent Legislature will in all probability appropriate for 
that purpose. 

The Superintendent gives an interesting disserta- 
tion on tobacco, sleep and insanity. He urges the 
importance of placing persons who have contrasted in- 
sanity, under hospital treatment with the least possible 
delay, as, if the disease is allowed to run on with no 
particular care or treatment, it very soon passes the 
curable point and rapidly descends into hopeless in- 
sanity.

Mar. Buaine’s Proposep AMENDMENT. In the House 
of Representatives on Monday, 8th inst., Hon. J. G. 
Blaine of Maine, submitted an amendment to the Con- 
| stitution which secures the object desired by those who 
urge the scheme to base representation simply on 
the number of voters in each State, and retains the 
original feature of the constitution which makes pop- 
ulation and not voters the basis of representation. 
The proposed amendment provides for changing the 
basis of representation in Congress so that it shall in- 
clude the whole number of persons except those to 
whom equal rights or privileges are denied or abridg- 
ed by the Constitution or laws of any State on account 
of race or color. In introducing the amendment, Mr. 
Blaine made an exceedingly able and lucid exposition 
of the objects to be accomplished by the measure. It 
would simply exclude the colored population from be- 
ing reckoned in the numbers entitled to representation, 
except in States where they were fully enfranchised. 
It would deprive the rebellious States of all represen- 
tation based on disfranchised negroes, and it would 
not disturb the relative representation of the loyal 
States, and would not aggrandize one loyal section at 
the expense of ~~ He d trated im « ferci- 
ble manner the gross injustice which the amendment, 
basing representation on the number of voters, would 
produce on the loyal States. California has 358,000 
inhabitants, and Vermont 314,000, and each has three 
Representatives to-day. But California has 207,000 
voters and Vermont has 87,000; hence, on the new ba- 
| sis, California would have nearly three times as many 
| Representatives as Vermont. Massachusetts and Indi- 

ana were compared—the former with 1,221,000 inhab- 
itants, the latter with 1,328,000. Massachusetts has 
ten Representatives, and Indiana has eleven—an ex- 
actly fair apportionment. But Massachusetts has 
227,000 voters and Indiana has 317,000, so that if 
Massachusetts should retaiu her ten Representatives, 
Indiana would have well nigh fifteen; or if Indiana 
should be confined to eleven, Massachusetts would be 
reduced to seven. Mr. Blaine pointed out other in- 
equalities which would result from this amendment, 
and which would be entirely obviated by the measure 


proposed by himself. 


Corp Weatuer. The predictions of the weather 
wiseacres that we were to have an ‘‘open winter,’’ 
have not yet been realized. For more than a week 
past the weather has averaged at a lower temperature 
than for any similar period fer many years. The cold 
term comimenced on Friday, the 5th inst., witha 
sharp wind from the north-west, and has continued, 
with a brief interval of moderate weather, to the pres- 
ent writing, Monday, the 15th. The coldest day in 
this vicinity was Sunday the 7th inst., the thermome- 
ter at sunrise in some locations indicating 27 degrees 
below zero. In other portions of the State the ther- 
mometer ranged still lower. On Monday in this city 
the mercury stood at 23 below. A correspondent 
writing us from Milltown, Washington county, on that 
day, says the thermometer stood at 32 below. Anoth- 
er correspondent writing from Lowell, Penobscet coun- 
ay, notes it at 33 below. On Saturday, the 6th, at 
Franconia Iron Works, proverbially the coldest place 
in New England, the mercury fell to 38 below zero. 
Sunday and Monday, the 14th and 15th, were very 
cold days—our thermometer ranging from 5 to 7 be- 
low, with the bitter northwest wind blowing as per- 
sistently as ever. 

We learn from our exchanges that the cold extend- 
ed as far south as Richmond, Va., the thermometer on 
Sunday, 7th, indicating 4 degrees below. In Boston, 
on the following day, it stood at 15 below; in New 
York at 7; in Philadelphia it ranged throughout the 
day from 10 to 17 below; in Washington at 1 below. 
The cold does not appear to have been so intense in 
the Western States. Many instances occurred in dif- 
ferent parts of the country of death by freezing, and 
hundreds of persons exposed to the severity of the 
weather on ship and shore, suffered more or less in- 
jury from the intense cold.

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Messrs. Eprrons:—I had the honor recently to 
submit some remarks on the proposal to erect, at the 
expense of the State, a collossal statue, after the de- 
sign proposed by Mr, Simmons. I shoul! not recur 
to the subject but for editorial articles on my commu- 
nication which have appeared in the Portland Press, 
and the Transcript of the same city, and attacked 
me in such shape that I do not feel inclined to remain 
wholly silent. 

At the outset [I protest that I have not the least 


ill feeling towards Mr. Simmons. I regard him as a 


very estimable young man; I know him to be a very 
clever cameo cutter, and to have executed several very 


good medallion portraits. I consider him to be pos- 


sessed of imitative talent in a high degree; but I have 
seen nothing in his works that led me to think him a 


man of genius, or possessed of any other notion of the 


vision and faculty divine than that it would afford a 
good chance to “‘get a living.’’ That he is a good 
business man, and capable of scenting a job from afar, 
is evident from what appears in regard to this so- 
called memorial. Long before the session of the Leg- 
islature or the message of the Governor, influence was 
made with editors and others to pre-occupy the public 
mind in favor of a statue he had modeled to supply a 
great public want. How does it happen that when 
the Governor’s Message finally appears and contains a 
very proper recommendation for a suitable memorial, 
there is already at the capitol this very model favor- 
ably heralded by newspapers in advance? If he and 
his friends did not expect by this to get the start of 
other artists, what did they expect? It looks to me 
like doing business in the fine art line. It may be 
‘tasty,’ as the writer in the Press very truly says 
his statue is, but I confess I do not see it. At least it 
is not the way in which gymmissions usually fall to 
men of genius; and I hope it will not soon come to be 
the fashion in this State. 

When an artist produces a work which seems to him 
of value, it is not a proper subject of criticism, either 
while it remains in his studio, or after it has been pur- 
chased by some person for his own pleasure. But 
when, Messrs. Editors, it is proposed to our agents, 
the legislators, to make an appropriation of our money 
for the purchase of a work of art, every tax-payer has 
a right to his individual opinion of the propriety of 
of being made the purchaser of such work, and the 
right to express that opinion, and his reasons for it 
For expressing mine honestly, I am called by the 
writer in the Press a ‘‘calumniator’’—with what 
justice your readers must judge. To show that Mr. 
Simmons is a man of talent, the same writer says he 
is now engaged upon a work for the city of Philadel- 
phia—a statue of President Lincoln. [ understand 
from other sources it is to be of bronze and colossal. 
To do this properly will be the work of years, and if 


Mr. Simmons produces « statue one would care to look 
at twice, I will cheerfully take back everything I have 
said and go to Philadelphia in order to see it. For a 
good colossal statue does not now exist in this country. 
In Boston they have one of Franklin and another of 
Webster—both admitted failures. In New York the 
equestrian statue of Washington, on Union Square— 
great only in avoirdupois. While in Washington is 
that execrable thing by Clark Mills, representing 
Jackson mounted on a hot and fiery steel, which the 
winds of Heaven ought te have prostrated long ago. 

In the old world it is not much better. I believe 
the only two great modern statues are the Bavaria of 
Schwarthaler, and Ranch’s Frederick the Great— 
which last Crawford imitated in his Richmond Wash- 
ington, and failed. If with unbounded means at com- 
mand artists so completely fail, what are we to expect 
of a colossal statue, executed for a small price? The 
difficulty led me to recommend something different, 
and I suggested the arch form. The Press, with 
characteristic charity, gives credit for this idea to 
“parties in Augusta who want a fat job in stone 
masonry!’’ Poor fellow! But after what we have 
seen, who wonders that he should think the desire to 
obtain a ‘‘fat job’’ to be the controlling motive of all 
that has been done in this matter? 

Let the Legislature take time to say what thought 
they wish expressed of Auggested, and what sum of 
money they propose t propriate, and then seek 
designs, leaving to the artist the form he deems most 
appropriate; and ‘let the most beautiful’’ take the 
golden prize. And as, for simply speaking of the 
arch, I am accused of being prejudiced against native 
talent, I would suggest that William Story, son of the 
late Mr. Justice Story, be invited to compete. If he 
furnished a design it would be worth looking at, as he 
stands among the very" first of living sculptors—his 
Libyan Sybil being almost the only purely ideal mod- 
ern statue that will go down to posterity.

A Vauvaste Invention. The New York Tribune 
mentions a @markable discovery in connection with 
the steam engine. It says a steam engine of ten-horse 
power is in operation in West Lake street, Chieago, 
which grinds twenty-seven bushels of corn an hour, 
with fifty-five pounds of coal. A common engine 
would require over 100 pounds. The invention is in 
the boiler, which is two inches thick, round, with flat- 
tened ends, and.holds a barrel. The principle of ac- 
tion is this: A few spoonfuls of water is let into the 
boiler, which is quite hot; immediately the water is 
converted into steam, which, properly, is an explosion, 
hence no other explosion is possible, and the expansion 
and elasticity of this highly heated steam is sufficient 
to work the engine. The inventor, Mr. E. Danforth 
of Geneva, Ill, says that the boiler will work any 
other engine. The inventign has passed into hands of 
a company with a capital of over $2,000,000.

Haven and Springfield was broken open between New 
York and New Haven and robbed of Pink notes and 
government bonds to the amount of more than half a 
million dollars. It was the boldest and most extensive 
robbery of the kind on record. The New Haven Jour- 
ual of Monday gives the following particulars of the 


‘In this train there was an iron car belonging to 
the express company,—the only one on the road—in 
which was placed all the express bundles, and on this 
occasion three small iron safes, about one 
hundred and eighty _ each, two of which be- 
longed to the Adams ress 
a amount of treasure. 

The car has two doors, one on each og Seber oa 
ter the pro was placed in it, were wit 
pallies The car was then run out from the depot, 
where it remained about twenty-five or thirty minutes, 
when it was started on its to Boston. On its 
arrival at this city, Conductor Patterson observed one

The car is also open- 
ed at Springfield and Worcester, and at no other places 
on its route from New York to Boston. t 

ing then that the door was open, an examination 
of the car and its contents was immediately made, 
when it was found that the door had been pried open 
by an iron bar, the padlock broken off, and that the 
robbers had entered the car, and by means of an iron 
bar had forced open the doors of the two safes belong- 
ing to the Adams Express Company, and taken out all 
their contents. They had torn open all the packages, 
appropriating to themselves all the contents, except 
those of two packages, leaving the envelopes and way- 
bills strewn about on the floor. There were about a 
hundred envelopes thus opened, but of the amount 
they contained we have not yet learned. Of the two 
packages, the contents of which they did not take, one 
contained eighty bills of $1000 each, the same being 
greenbacks; the other was a roll about two inches in 
diameter, containing $50,000 in five-twenty bonds, 
making in all $130,000, which they left behind. 
There were only two packages out of about one hun- 
dred that were overhauled. The greenbacks were evi- 
dently lost among the papers on the floor, as the pack- 
age was small, but the bonds it wéuld seem did not 
suit the fancy of the robbers, being property not so 
readily disposed of as bank bills. 

The greenbacks were in a little drawer in the safe 
which was quite full. The package was found on the 
floor with one corner torn off. It is thought, from its 
jammed appearance, that in opening the drawer this 
package got caught so as to tear off the corner of the 
paper covering, and fell unobserved to the floor, The 
roll of bonds had the outside paper torn down suffi- 
cient to disclose the contents of the package. That, 
too, was found on the floor. The other safe was un- 
disturbed. When and where the robbers got into the 
car is unknown, bnt it seems impossible that it should 
have been entered at any other place than New York, 
as the train stops but a few moments at any station 
after leaving that. city ti#t-ics“ arrival here. It is 
thought probable that they got into the car while it 
was waiting on the track to be hitched on and taken 
down to the tunnel. 

A messenger always accompanies the car, but usu- 
ally stays in the baggage car. It is his business to 
keep watch over the car, and to lock and unlock it at 
the stations where the car is opened. The robbers 
probably got aboard quietly at New York, provided 
with dark lanterns and all the necessary tools, and 
knowing the rules in regard to this train, leisurely 
helped themselves to a good sized fortune, and then 
watched their opportunity and as quietly effected a 
landing.”’ 

On Tuesday, four of the persons implicated in the 

robbery, were captured, two of them in New York and 
two in Newark, and $250,000 of the money lost was 
vecovered. The arrest of three of these men came 
aout as fillows: 
‘On Saturday evening three men called at the ho- 
tel in Stamford, Ct., and registered their names, two 
as Lockwood and the other as Clark. After a short 
time one asked for a vehicle to go to Norwalk. The 
livery-man would not allow the team to go without a 
driver. After the failure of having a conveyance the 
fellows were seen for the first time to hold converse 
with each other. They remained all night at Stam- 
ford and took the train to Norwalk, where they hired 
a conveyance and went on the hill back of the village 
toa man named Tristram, where they stopped over 
night and returned to the village. 

On Monday Tristram came down witha bundle 
which appeared heavy and which he refused to have 
checked. All the while on their way to New York the 
appearance of the three fellows at Norwalk excited 
suspicion and caused their arrest, excepting Clark, 
who had absented himself and escaped. 

On the person of the two were found a gold watch, 
{some money and a few other articles which were in 
the safes at the time, Tristram has come to New York 
to show what he did with the bundle, which from its 
apparant weight is supposed to have contained 
treasure.
